World to be perfuaded, that his Pol th Majetty, 
far trom yielding to thote Views of the Court of B.rlin, 
will leave no Stone unturned, to procure himfelf, with 
the Affiftance of h's Allies, the Satisfaction that is due 
to him; to which the EmprefS will not fail to contridute 
with all her Power, elpecially as we are aflured that the 
Maritime Powers have approved of the Reafons that 
hinder her Imperial Majetty from acceding to the faid 
Coiventicn. As this Convention has never been made 
publick, Politicians have been making a thcufand Guet- 
{es atits Contents. Perhaps they will find Caute to alter 
their Notions of it, in reading the following Subftance 
of the Preliminary Articles that were agreed upon at Ha- 
nover the 26th of Augult, and which ferved for the Bafis 
of the Convention.
